BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. The Citizen’s Water Conservation Implementation Task Force
(*“Task Force”) is created to advise the Resource Management
Commission and City Council on matters related to
implementation of the water conservation strategies adopted by
Resolution No. 20070503-029.

2. The Task Force shall consist of 13 members, appointed by City
Council for a term of two (2) years. Members shall include

representatives of the following stakeholder groups:

irrigators

large governmental users

large industrial users

environmental advocates

development advocates

commercial property management companies



- restaurants
- hotels
- water utility customers

3. The Task Force shall meet quarterly or as needed, and present its
findings and recommendations to the Resource Management
Commission on a regular basis.

4, The Task Force shall report to the City Council as needed.

5. The Task Force shall terminate on December 6, 2010.
